THE PJSOPLE'l 



'•They are the source of all power." 
That is an old saying, and may be true; 
but there ia as much truth in this new 
saying, they are tho source of all wouk- 
ne'sa ' In this Province llioy have cU'ct- 
ed some men to represent tbem who 
were well known to bo as eloquent as 
lamp-posts. These men, distinguished 
by silence iu tlie House for .several 
year.s, have been re-elected to perforin 
the same important duty now. Their 
silence may bo a sign of the couuuon 
sense that enables tlwin to perceive 
their own insignihcauce. They cer- 
tainly are not the worst samples of our 
representative "men ; they are living 
lamp-posts. We have another class 
who believe themselves eloquent, and 
they are a nuis.ince. Captain Evans, 
of Cariboo is one of them. Selected 
by. the Government to move an address 
in reply to the Speech from the Throne 
he rose in his place last Monday and 
displayed a most extraordinary sample 
of mag-pie eloquence. If his speech had 
been reported verbatim, it would be evi- 
dence suliicient to make us believe that 
the old gentleman is crazy, and his con- 
stituenta very dull indeed. Our re- 
porter Ttresented our readers with tho 
essC ;:o? i.'- that speech, and it contained 
'a serious accusation against a judge of 
the Supreme Court, a gentleman above 
suspicion. The accusation has pro- 
duced a profound sensation. If it bad 
not appeared in print it would not de- 
serve any notice at all, for every one who 
heard the old gentleman speak on that 
occasion knows how much ho owes to 
the reporter who oniitted "unblush- 
ing remarks," "unpremetlitatcd designs," 
and other extraordinary expressions 
used by him in the course of bis har- 
angue.

.Vnother witness, James Eichardson, 
Esq., gives interesting testimony of the 
vast wealth concealed in oor coal mines. 
Those who listen to the debates in the 
Legislative Assembly may find cause to 
dread the prospects of tlio Province. Lot

WAsm.voTON, Feb. 4.— Secretaiy Sher- 
man, in his letter tramsmitting to the 
Senate a cojiy of Major Morris' report on 
Alaska, remarks that portions, of it indi- 
cate the necessity of the adoption of some 
legislation for the better protection of the 
inhabitants of the territory and the |ire- 
sorvation of law and order. IMajor jNIor- 
ris throughout bis report assumes tho po- 
sition of champion of Alaska, and asserts 
that many important facts concerning 
that country have been hitherto unknown, 
or if known have been utterly misrepre- 
sented. Ho takes direct issue with Hen- 
ry W. Elliott, and charges that Ellit)tt 
misrepresented a birgo portion of Alaska 
which ho (Elliott) had never visited, and 
of which he was profoundly ignorant. The 
document comprises at least a thousand 
pages of manuscript, and is copiously il- 
lustrated with maps and sketches of the 
country. The report is very comprehen- 
sive and presents a groat number of do- 
tails regarding the resources of tho terri- 
tory tending to show that it is very far 
from worthless. There is ample evidence 
of the existence of rich mines of gold, sil- 
ver a.ud copper in Alaska. Major Morris 
furnishes extended descriptions of valua- 
ble fisheries and timber resources of the 
territory. Considerable space is devoted 
to the subject of the disjiuted boundary 
lino between Alaska and British Colum- 
bia, and after reporting a mass of inform- 
ation on tlie subject the suggestion is 
made that Congress should take tho neces- 
sary steps to settle tho dispute with Great 
Britain by means of a joint cominissiun. 
Figures presented show that the U. S. 
Governmont now receive annually from 
tho Alaska Commercial Co. an amount 
equal to more than 4 per cent, upon tho 
original coat of tho territoiy, which was 
f 7,200,000. Tlie conduct of this company 
in general to^s is commended, and in 
tho absence of specific proof it is acquitted 
of any organized attempt to retard settle- 
ment. 

Tlio Looturo. 

We have not suflicient room to enable 
us to do justice to tho lecture delivered 
last night by tho Rev. Mr. Jenns at the 
Philharmonic Hall. Tho illustrations 
with a revolving mirror and tho pendulum 
were very interesting. Two largo lioUow 
paper cones, twenty-six inches in diame- 
ter at the end and terminating in points 
with tubes close enough to each other to 
bo applied to both ears, enables a man to 
hoar a whisper uttered two miles away, 
A description of tlie telephone and illus- 
trations, made with one the lecturer made 
himself, attracted much attention. Ho 
said some of the greatest discoveries have 
been made by accident, and his miii- 
uto descriptior of the incidents that had 
preceded a recent- discovery looked very 
like tho wonderful evidence of design 
which we.see everywhere in nature. An 
unseen director must have 'assi-stod tho 
discoverer of tho telephone. Experiments 
inado by himself at homo with a common 
magnet and a poker produced extraordin- 
ary results. The wooden walls of the 
Philharmonic Hall were not very suitable 
for his experiments; he had placed a mu- 
sical box and part of the maohinery out 
in tho yard. Suddenly ho remembered 
this fact, and — the boys! oh! the mischie- 
vous boys— might have meddled with tho 
music. He rushed out to see and return- 
ed well pleased. They had not seriously 
injured it, and he was enabled to naton- 
isli tho audienca by walking round the 
hall with the music in his pocket, while 
the box was in tho yard. A stranger 
fresh from the southern latitudes enjoyed 
tho pleasure of seeing this lecturer repre- 
senting two characters at tho same time — 
tho gentleman and scholar. Tho house 
was filled with a well pleased audience.

, Tho Printers aha -'tiio Tarift 

A Toronto dispatch states that there is 
some talk of tho city printers petitioning 
Parliament to impose r., duty on stereo- 
tj'ped matter coming into the Dominion 
from tho United States. Of late a iinm- 
ber irf countiy weeklies have been taking 
these stereotyped blocks at a rate of 15 
per cent. i)cr 1,000 ems less than the 
same quantity of matter can bo set at 
home, thereby killing the type-setting bu- 
siness in many district.'^. The importation 
of " patent" oiitsidos, subject to duty of 
5 jier cent., while the duty on paper is 
17A per cent., is also remarked upon. 
The printed matter comes in at 5 per 
cent, duty; the printers' raw material at 
17k. It is. thought that tlie printed .mat- 
ter* is as fair a' subject for protoctiori and 
revenue as the white paper. In British 
Columbia i)riiitor3 have suftbrcd ."ieverely 
from competition with billheads, cards, 
etc. , printed abroad and paying 5 per cent, 
duty, while blank' paper has to pay a duty 
of 17 A per cent. Some 40 hands are em- 
ployo(i in and about the provincial print- 
ing offices," and upwards of 150 persons 
directly and indirectly subsist by the in- 
dustry. These persons are consumers of 
merchandise and produce sold l)y tho 
merchants, and their custom must be an 
important item to s(uue storekeepers, who 
send abroad for tho printing they require 
because they can got it cheaper there than 
hero — forgetting that if every ono follow- 
ed tlioir example stores might bo dispens- 
ed with in the Province. "Live and let 
live " shiuild bo reduced to jpnictice here.
